\Ve «re safe in saying that it is never 


wiae to praiflo tho Uviog, because so long 
aa he lives no man'd charact3r is complete. 
Human character may be appropriately 
compared to an unfinished portrait upon 
the canvass, whose merita it would be 
premature t j judge until tbe whola out- 
line is filled up; until all the different col- 
on* and shades and lights of expression aro 
given to it; un^il the ait st has put the 
lust t iuoh of bis brush upon it, ami pro- 
nounced bis work finished. Deulh is that 
artut tht,t givca tho lust touch to the 
oharattsr of every num. Till we die wo 
aro none* of ua complete. Tho voyage of 
life nmy end glortoutly, or it may ten 
eti disaatroaflly. 
Tho pamtiug may ho » 


daub, a caricbture, an aboition, or it may 
boa not la work of art—a likenef-a tnat 
"being dead, yet ppeaboth." So >t is never 
safe, let alone wise, to praise thdt which 
id unfinished—Ihe living man. 
~\Ve must 


wait until tho putting in of tho t-itklo and 
fie gathering in of the waving grain be- 
fore we can pronounce tho harvest a fail' 
uro or a euccees. Hence, Solomon adniir- 
atly sayp, "Ipraised tho d«ad t-mt were 
already dead, more than the living that 
were yet \ 


Nor, my hearerp, ia it always either wise 


or safe to praieo even the dead. Funeral 
occasions have often been much abused 
seasons. Tho preachers of funeral sermons 
have not always been wise men for the 
Master, nor good moral phyaiciaua for eo- 
outy. Men have pronounced eulogiums 
on the dead when an exhortation to the 
living would have been more appropriate, 
have spoken fulsome praiee, when they 
should only have oil'jred up a prayer, or 
when utter eilouce would have been tbu 
moat approprit»t3 and impressive aerinon. 
By reason of such pervereo and unscnp- 
jural laud&.tlona of tho immoral, uuepint- 
ual and impenitGnt, the woill has reneon 
ed with mott logujfcl ciactness, .i^d em- 
t«>died tbe reasoning in pract.oul life, 


If in tho future worlc'l ooc event 


happeneth to the righteous and tho wick- 
ed, if there be no differenco~bi,1-jreeii th 
man who eerveth God and hioi'wiiusorvith 
tiim not, if he who lives and dies in im- 
penitency bo ua he who tiktng Ohri 
his Saviour, livae in Him, and at death 
yields up hia soul to Him—if these things 
be eo, then, the woild justly ro»8one tha 
the mott i ia ntfc only a good, but the only 
nt.tirfilone.
